Changing 
speed limits 
tough for cities

The long-awaited city charters 
could let big cities make roads 
safer by giving them more con¬ 
trol over local speed limits, 

Gerry Shnnko. executive direc¬ 
tor of bdmonton s office of traffic 
safety, said the two big cities are 
looking at the possibility. 

"We're working with the City 
of Calgary on what would it look 
like if we reduced speeds in resi¬ 
dential area to 40 kilometres per 
hour," he said. 

He said currently the default 
on any unmarked road province¬ 
wide is 50 km/h. That includes 
residential neighbourhoods. If 
negotiated with the province, 
cities could have new juiisdk- 
tion over speed limits. 

Shimko said giving cities that 


power could be a huge cost sav¬ 
ings. Right now. there's noth¬ 
ing stopping them from making 
residential streets 10 or 30 km/h 
zones, but they have to post signs 
at a considerable cost. 

“for those communities that 
want 40 kilometres an hour it's 
just such an expense to do," said 
Coun. Bev Hsslinger. 

Last year, when the city opted 
to lower school zones speed lim¬ 
its to 30 km/h, it was estimated 
to cost between 4200,000 and 
5250,000 to change signs. 

The city did a pilot project 
with six communities in 2010 
to study 40 km fh speed limits, 
but only Ehree of the commu n- 
ities opted to keep the slower 
speeds then. 

Esslinger said light now it's 
difficult for the city to slow com¬ 
munities down and the charter 
could help recognize cities have 
different issues.. 

"As we are trying to address 
pedestrian safety, we obviously 
have — compared to a smaller 
municipality— many more con¬ 
cerns."

The first thing Health Minister 
Sarah Hoffman says she talked 
about with Dr. Karen Grimsmd 
was fentanyl. 

Grimsmd, who Ho ffman an¬ 
nounced Friday as Alberta's new¬ 
est thief medical officer (CMQ) of 
health, held the interim position 
eight years ago before her con¬ 
tract was not renewed.

“Welcome to the world of 
transparency,” Hoffman said. 
“We believe it’s fair compensa¬ 
tion and 1 believe it's an import¬ 
ant investment for the public 
health of Albertans."

Ask the founders of Edmon¬ 
ton's newest publishing com¬ 
pany why they're different and 
they're self-deprecating. 

"Well, we don't have offices, 
we work in coffee shops.'" Julie 
Yerex joked. 

But they're unusual in a few 
more ways than choice of work¬ 
space. Stonehouse Publishing 
currently has a staff of just two: 
Yerex and Netta Johnson, and 
they've chosen to focus on his¬ 
torical fiction, especially with 
a Canadian bent. 

They've now picked their 
way through over 60 submis¬ 
sions and have five new books 
ready to hit stores this spring. 

Each book has an initial print 
run of about LOGO, and all are 
written by first-time book au¬ 
thors who happen to hail from 
Alberta. 

“Netta and 1 share a unique 
literary taste and perspective, 
which we would like to share 
with others,” Yerex said. 

Furthermore, neither comes 
from a publishing background. 


Instead, they're relying on a 
passion for books and a proven 
working relationship (the two 
previously helped found the 
Waldorf Independent School of 
Edmonton, among other things) 
to get their fledging company 
off the ground. 

“"If you don’t laugh, you 
cry' as we often say, and we 


always Laugh together," Yerex 
said. “The working relationship 
between us has been the easiest 
thing and hits made some diffi¬ 
cult things more manageable. 1 " 

Since staiting work on the 
company in 2014, the harder 
tilings have included figuring 
out things like logistics and tim¬ 
ing in the publishing industry. 


Why historical fiction as a 
focus? 

“We love history and fic¬ 
tion and Canada, so it is great 
to have them all combined," 
Yerex said, adding that they're 
hoping to steer clear of trad¬ 
itional "Canadiana," meaning 
themes already well repre¬ 
sented in writing about the 


great white north. 

Instead, their books include 
tales of Canadians on the run 
from the Mafia, murders in 
sleepy mountain towns, and 
the hardship faced by Ukrainian 
settlers to the prairies.

Artist Chelsea Boos finds ways 
to change space and bring 
people together in it. 

That makes her a hero for 
Edmonton. 

Boos finds lost spaces — 
corners, alleys, empty lots, the 
abandoned or unused parks 
that permeate the city's down¬ 
town — and sees them dif¬ 
ferently. 

To Boos, they’re not yet 
what they might be. 

Boos is a sculptor as an 
artist but thrives on an even 
higher level as an artistic com¬ 
munity builder who always 
has a hand in the coolest of 
projects to bring vibrancy 
to downtown's lesser loved 
spaces. 

Take the UVlNGBridgs, the 
once abandoned rail bridge 
over 97 Street downtown that 
Boos has helped transform 
into an urban park full of 
plants and flowers. 

Or take the city's ubiquitous 
downtown parking spaces, 
which once a year, thanks 
partly to Boos, become tem¬ 
porary urban parks as part 
of FARK(Ing) Day. an inter¬ 
national festival that she 
helped bring to Hdmonton. 

Indeed, take almost any 
project on the east side of 
downtown, The Quarters, 
that's working to bring people 
together and change spaces, 
and Boos is involved. 

Bhe says it’s important to 


listen to those using or living 
in these spaces to prevent the 
fringes of downtown from be¬ 
ing gen trifled. 

Creating vibrancy can't be 
a takeover, but needs to be a 
collaboration, she says. 

The community has to lead. 

“We need spaces where 
people feel comfortable and 
they’re allowed to experi¬ 
ment," Boos says. 

Public art is not just an 
ornament in an open space 
for Boos. Instead it's a chance 
to engage community and for 


the community to create. 

“You can only get so far in 
cafes, 1 " she says. 

“We need dynamic places 
for people to create and en¬ 
gage their communities." 

The projects may have been 
the result of her organization, 
but the final product is one of 
community engagement, with 
the people and the history of 
the space. 

It helps to avoid the dreaded 
accusation of gentrification 
and instead results in a col¬ 
laboration.

things in the way. 

Boos tells the story of facili¬ 
tating a group of indigenous 


artists. The group needed a 
space to smudge as part of 
the process, but the response 
was worry about fire code and 
alarms. 

“We’re breaking that down 
to slowly be more accepted." 
Boos says. "The city’s had this 
great momentum around the 
arts, but then they run up 
against these barriers."’ 

She sees the conversation 
shifting to be more about 
breaking those barriers down. 

“We need to make that cul¬ 
ture of risk-taking," Boos says. 
“That's what creates culture 
and vibrancy." 

She now works as the pro¬ 
gramming coordinator at Arts 
Habitat Edmonton, an organ¬ 
ization working to manage 
and find spaces for artists. It's 
one that fits with her mindset. 

“It’s about the artist's de¬ 
velopment and survival," she 
says. 

Speaki ng of surviva I, sad ly. 
her personal project — The 
Drawing Room, a collaborative 
arts space on 97 Street — is 
soon to be disbanded due to 
raising rents. 

For the past three years. 
The Drawing Room has been 
a storefront of cool on a street 
many once avoided, and in do¬ 
ing so avoided interacting with 
those who spend time there. 

The Drawing Room has 
been a community Sink, a 
place that transforms with 
the material it’s showcasing 
— from 'zinesand local fash¬ 
ion, to a pop-up store for cof¬ 
fee culture Nomad, as well as 
gallery space and studio space 
to 2Q artists. 

Boos doesn't see its ending 
as permanent, but instead a 
move to collaborate in differ¬ 
ent spaces. 

“Everything ends," she says. 
“It's the ephemeral nature of 
things that makes us value 
it more*

Do-it-yourself biology summit 
galvanizes citizen scientists 


In a community laboratory she 
to-founded, Alnina Hardie Iso¬ 
lates and sequences sections of 
her own DMA though she has 
no formal education in biology. 

The Toronto software de¬ 
veloper believes that “citizen 
scientists" like her have poten¬ 
tial to make breakthroughs as 
significant as universities or big 
corporations. It appears the fed¬ 
eral government thinks so too. 

"I sure hope they capitalize 
on us." Hardie said ahead of a 
do-it-yourself biology conven¬ 
tion in Ottawa scheduled for 
Wednesday, "in some garage, or 
DJY hackerspnce, or after-hours 
in some university lab, the next 
big thing is coming." 

The Public Health Agency 
of Canada has invited 60 DIY- 
biology leaders, academics and 


police to attend the first-ever 
“Do-It-Yourself Biology Sum¬ 
mit." It will also host 300 video 
links ELt a total conference cost of 
SI 5,000. said Marianne Heisz. a 
director with the agency's centre 
for biosecurity. 

Participants will get a snap¬ 
shot of the growing open-sdence 
movement, discuss building a 
culture of safety and dream up 
future collaborations. Heisz said 
the government wants to lever¬ 
age die brainpower of a legitim¬ 
ate emerging community. 

“They're doing real science,’ 1 
she said. “They're just doing it 
in a non-traditional way, some- 
limes outside of the larger insti¬ 
tutions that it tradi tionally has 
been done." 

Practitioners say DIY biology 
amounts to crowdsourcing sci¬ 


ence. They believe making bio¬ 
logical sciences accessible to 
anyone could spur solutions 
and new inventions, similar to 
the leap forward when com¬ 
puters were put in the hands 
of the masses. 

“You hear stories about Fred¬ 
erick Banting inventing insulin, 
which is eui absolutely amazing 
and critical contribution to the 
world,” said Dickie. 

Scott Bow nail, who runs 
the Open Science Network in 
Vancouver, says he believes ee 
number of PhDs cue leaving the 
sciences and calls himself an 
example of what’s happening. 

“Community biolabs may be 
an avenue in which individuals 
outside of academia and industry 
can economically drive innova¬

In his house in Damascus, 
10-year-old Abdelkader had a 
big bedroom filled with sunshine 
he shared with his whole family. 

So it's not so difficult, he says, 
to share a room with them now 
in a downtown Ottawa hotel, as 
they await penmnent homes in 
the national capital like hundreds 
of other refugees who hEive ar¬ 
rived in the last three months. 

While his parents go to orien¬ 
tation sessions on everything 
from opening a bank account 
to signing up for English classes. 
Abdelkader and about 50 other 
children pack a boardroom near¬ 
ly every day on the 11th floor 
of the Radisspn for Em hour of 
nothing but play.

A report published by the UN 
children's agency UNICEF, de¬ 
tails the dangers Syrian children 
face from hunger to military at¬ 
tacks, physical and emotional 
trauma, disease and recruitment 
to violence. 

“Bombs have turned class¬ 
rooms, health centres and parks 
to nibble," it says. “The streets 
where they should be Eible to 
play are blocked by checkpoints 
or littered with explosive rem¬ 
nants of war, 

“Diseases once VEinquished 
have returned. 1 ’ 

Armed groups are recruiting 
children at earlier ages, UNICEF 
said — induding those els young 
as seven. Ssome are offered '.gifts 
and salaries of up to S400 US a 
monthT others are kidnapped. 

The UN has verified that more 
than 460 children have been 
abducted as fighters. 

Numbers of child refugees 
have also escalated from 520,348 
in 2013 to 2.4 million today. But 
for those who niEike it to safety, 
there is no certainty of a future. 

“There's a sense of limbo,” 
says David Morley, UNICEF Can¬ 
ada’s president and CEO, who 
has visited refugee camps in the 
region. Providing education is 
crucial, to prevent millions of 
children from becoming a lost 
generation. 

In January UNICEF staff found 
desperate conditions in the be¬ 
sieged town of Madaya. Starv¬ 
ing children begged for bread.

Third bombing 
in Ankara in 
five months 

A iuicide car bomb went off neEU' 
bus stops lit the heart cjf Turkey's 
capital on Sunday, killing at Least 
34 people and wounding around 
125 others, officials said. 

The blast occurred on the 
city's main boulevard, close to 
Ankara's main square and a 
park. 

Health Minister Mehmef 
Muezz inoglu said 19 of the 
wounded were in serious condi¬ 
tion. Fie said that 30 of the fatal¬ 


ities died at the scene, while the 
other four perished at hospitals, 
'iwo of the dead were believed 
to be the assailants, he added. 

Interior Minister EfkEin Ala 
said the attack, which came 
as Turkey prep;ired to launch 
large-scale military operations 
against Kurdish militants in two 
towns, wouldn’t deter the coun¬ 
try from, its fight against terror¬ 
ism. tie confirmed the blast as a 
car bomb that tEtrgeted civilians 
at bus stops on Ataturk Bulvari 
close to Kizilay square. 

Ala said authorities had evi¬ 
dence pointing to the group 
behind the attack, but said an 
announcement would be made 
after the investigation is com¬ 


pleted. 

Dogan Asik, 28, said he was 
on a packed bus when the ex¬ 
plosion occurred. 

"There were about 40 people " 
said Asik, who sustained injur¬ 
ies on his face and arm. "3t (the 
bus) slowed down. A car went 
by us, and 'boom' it exploded.” 

Police sealed offthe area and 
pushed onlookers and journal¬ 
ists buck, WEiming there could he 
a second bomb, forensic teams 
were examining the scene. 

No one has claimed respon¬ 
sibility for the attack, although 
Kurdish militants and the Islam¬ 
ic State group have canoed out 
bombings in the city recently. 
A far-left militant group is also 


active in Turkey. 

The bombing is the third 
in the city in five months and 
comes as Turkey is faced with 
an array of issues, including re¬ 
newed fighting with the Kurdish 
rebels, threats' from the Islamic 
State of Iraq Eind the Levant jlSlL} 
group and a Syrian refugee crisis. 

Turkey also has been struck 
by several bombings in the last 
year that were blamed on LSIL as 
the government joined efforts 
led by the U.S. to fight the ex- 
trem 1st group in Syria. 

The deadliest came in October 
when a peace rally outside An¬ 
kara’s main train station killed 
102 people.

South Korean 
says he found 
weaknesses in 
AI program 

A champion Go player scored 
his first win over a Goplaying 
computer program on Sunday 
after losing three straight times 
tn the ancient Chinese board 
game, saying he finally found 
weaknesses in the software. 

Lee Sedol’s victory over 
AiphaGo is a reminder that 
Google's Go-playing program 
has room for improvement 


despite winning the first three 
matches in the best-of-five ser¬ 
ies and the$i million US prize, 
which wall be donated to char¬ 
ity The program — the first 
computer system to defeat a 
top Go player— was developed 
by Google DeepMind two years 
ago. 

“This one win is so valuable 
and I wiU not trade this for any¬ 
thing in the world,* Lee. one 
of the best Go players in the 
world, said with a smile after 
entering the post-match news 
conference at a Seoul hotel to 
applause from journalists. 

Lee had said earlier in the 
series, which began last week, 
that he was unable to beat 


AiphaGo because he could not 
Find any weaknesses in the 
software's strategy. 

But after Sunday's match, 
the 33-year-old South Korean 
Go grandmaster, who hEis won 
IS international champion¬ 
ships, said he found two weak¬ 
nesses in the artificial intelli¬ 
gence program. 

Lee said that when he made 
an unexpected move, AiphaGo 
responded with a move as if the 
program had a bug. indicating 
that the machine lacked the 
ability to deal with surprises. 

AiphaGo a Iso had more dif¬ 
ficulty when it played with a 
black stone, according to Lee. 
In Go. tw r o players take turns 


putting black, or white stones 
on a 19-by- Inline grid, with a 
goal of putti ng more territory 
under one’s control, A player 
with a black stone plays first 
and a white-stone player gets 
extra points to compensate. 

Lee played with a white 
stone on Sunday, for the final 
match, scheduled for Tuesday, 
Lee has offered to play with a 
black stone. 

Three hours into Sunday’s 
match, it became clear that 
Lee would finally notch a win. 
AiphaGo narrowed the gap 
with Lee. but could not over¬ 
take him. resigning nearly five 
hours into the game.

Idea of guaranteed 
income to be tested 


A single paragraph buried 
in the Ontario budget could 
mean big changes in the lives 
of some of the province's most 
impoverished residents by giv¬ 
ing them a guaranteed min¬ 
imum income. 

Last month's provincial 
budget promised a pilot pro¬ 
ject to test " that a basic income 
could build on the success of 
minimum wage policies and 
increases in child benefits by 
providing more consistent and 
predictable support.” 

The concept is on the radar 
of the federal Liberals, too — 
a Liberal-dominated parlia¬ 
mentary committee called on 
the Trudeau government to 
explore the concept of guar¬ 
anteeing people a minimum 
income in el pre-budget report 
tabled Friday. 

Charles Sousa, Ontario’s fi¬ 
nance minister, said lhe prov¬ 
ince has not decided which 
community will be the test site 
fora basic income guarantee, 

“It's something that many 
people seem to have an inter¬ 
est in us testing out, so we’re 
looking at something in the 
fall," he said. "Other jurisdic¬ 
tions are using it, and [ want 
to see if it makes sense for us.” 

Proponents say a guaran¬ 
teed minimum income, which 


would see fEimiiies living below 
the poverty Sine topped up to 
a set level, would be more ef¬ 
ficient and less costly than ad¬ 
ministering the existing series 
of social programs that help 
low-income residents. 

They also say poverty is one 
of the biggest determinants 
of health, and a guaranteed 
minimum income could mean 
reduced health-care costs. 

“Poverty costs us all. It ex¬ 
pands health-care costs, poli¬ 
cing burdens and depresses the 
economy,” Sen. Art hggleton 
said last month as he called 
for a national pilot project 
of a basic income guarantee. 

Abou t nine per cent of Can¬ 
adian s live in poverty, but the 
numbers are much higher For 
single mothers and indigenous 
communities. 

If Ontario’s basic income 
pilot project is designed cor¬ 
rectly, it could help elimin¬ 
ate some of the “perverse in¬ 
centives' 4 that institutionalize 
poverty, said Danielle Martin, 
vice president of Women's Col¬ 
lege Hospital in Toronto. "We 
want to design programs that 
will give people who need it 
income security, but will not 
discourage them from entering 
the workforce,” said Martin,

It’s frustrating to watch 
the bluwback against pro¬ 
gressive ideas in Alberta, and 
it is even mure frustrating lo 
hear over and over again that 
the “real .Albertans" are the 
ones who are suffering. 

Our neighbours south of 
the 49th parallel are a great 
example of what happens 
svilb this situation. Donald 
Trump's rise in the pulls 
signifies a dangerous time 
for U S. President Barack 
Obama’s vision of a more 
perfect union. Protesters 
and journalists are assaulted 
while, from the pulpit. 
Tmmp eggs on the growing 


divide for his own gain. 

Thankfully, Alberta's 
divide is different. Despite 
complaints of a left-leaning 
media, the Split isn't present 
in our population. 

Even urban Albertans are 
the sons and daughters of 
blue-collar workers. Many of 
us have childhood memories 
of jumping on rows of gold¬ 
en hay bales, or marvelling 
at the scale of West Edmon¬ 
ton Mall. 

We understand each other 
better than we know. Farm¬ 
ers and scholars share dinner 
tables in Alberta. 

Still, there's a lack of sym¬ 
pathy for the pain points of 
many Albertans. This was 
summed up nicely in an in¬ 
ternet meme that declared, 
“For only S5O0 a day you can 
adopt an oilpatch worker." 

in a time of partisanship 
and punditry. it serves us bel¬ 
ter to remember that when 
talking to our f riends and 
neighbours, there is more 


to be gained by appealing to 
the heart and soul than to 
threaten and cajole. 

My favourite Albemu 
poet. Robert Kroelsch, once 
asked "How do you grow a 
prairie town?” 

What h happening in 
Alberta is no different than 
what is happening else¬ 
where. We grow a town, or 
a province, the same way we 
grow a crop — with care and 
attention. That means setting 
aside the rhetoric of division 
and focusing on lifting evejy- 
oiie up. 

Despite the insistence 
from some that the NDP are 
"elitist ” their legacy is that 
of the working class. Some¬ 
times we forget that while 
we may not have the same 
stories, we have the same 
hopes,

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What assisted-dying 
advocates can learn 
from the abortion fight 


Anyone watching the assisted- 
dying debate will see the simi¬ 
larities to abortion, 

David Nash, Chair of the 
Catholic Health Association 
of Ontario, does. Interviewed 
recently by CBCs Anna Maria 
Tremonti, he said, "We've 
been through this before, and 
uh, with these arguments..." 

"On what?" Tremonti 
pressed. 

"Well, on, on, on, repro¬ 
ductive issues," Nash said, 
leaving Tremonti to actually 
say the word, 

"On abortion," she clarified. 
"Yeah." 

That Nash had trouble even 
saying the word speaks vol¬ 
umes for the stigma that still 
surrounds women's right to an 
abortion in Canada — some¬ 
thing that is legal, but gov¬ 
erned by no law. 

Like abortion, some doc¬ 
tors and health institutions 
say the practice goes against 
their conscience (only 29 per 
cent have said they'll perform 
it. according to the Canadian 
Medical Association), 

Like abortion, assisted 
death is legal, like it or not. But 
legality doesn't mean access¬ 
ibility. as abortion seekers in 
many rural areas will attest (or 
anyone in RE.I., which is be¬ 
ing sued for failing to provide 
abortion access}. 

For assisted-dying advo¬ 
cates, abortion offers a warn 
mg. And for abortion advo 
cates, the assisted-dying laws 
could offer hope. 

Let's begin with the warn- 
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ing. Dr. Wendy Norman, the 
Canadian Institutes of Health 
Research chair in family plan 
ning, says provinces with 
equitable abortion access 
have laws that require abor¬ 
tion services to be spread 
across population cen¬ 
tres. Without that, she says, 
"There's gross inequity" for 
rural areas. In other words; 

If we don't mandate access, 
people will be denied their 
rights. 

Even Mifegymiso, theabor 
tion pll soon to be available 
in Canada, may not solve the 
issue, Norman warns. Thanks 
to Health Canada rules, only 
doctors, not pharmacists, will 
be allowed to give the drug 
to patients. Those rules could 
lessen the number of doc 
tors willing to prescribe it, she 
warns. In other words; If you 
make it burdensome for phys¬ 
icians, that may hinder care. 

Now, for hope. If assisted 
dying becomes easily access 
ible, that could aid advocates 
for better abortion access. 

The joint parliamentary com 
mittee report made it explicit 
that all publicly funded health 
institutions should provide as¬ 
sisted dying. While that seems 
unlikely, and maybe not ne 
cessary, a push to normalize 
and destigmatize the ending 
of life could help wash away 
the stigma still clinging to 
abortion. Norman noted, de¬ 
spite bei ng proud to provide 
them, rural physicians who of¬ 
fer abortions tend to keep the 
practice quiet.

Yolanda s frugality" is paying off. 
She's up to S600 per month in 
savings towards a down payment 
and ante she's moved back in 
with her inom. she'll be able 
to save an additional $2G0 per 
month. 

To smooth out Yolanda's 
monthly cash flow, we ne-sched- 
nled her regular contributions 
into her TF5A h RRSP and sav¬ 
ings account (a.k.a. her buffer 
account) from monthly to bi¬ 
weekly. That aligns with her bi¬ 
weekly paycheques and now she 
won’t feel squeezed on the first 
of every month.

Frustrated at her inability to 
draw a sofa, five-year-old Mylee 
Lumsden began to cry. 

She liked her drawing of a 
IV, but the couch confounded 
her, and so 5 he grew increas¬ 
ingly upset. 

Her teacher, Mary Theresa 
Burt, looked at the brewing 
storm, and suggested the little 
girl take a turn on the bright 
yellow stationary bicycle at the 


centre of her primary class¬ 
room at lan Forsyth Elemen¬ 
tary School. 

Mylee started pedalling, her 
shoulder-length hair bouncing 
in time, Within minutes, it was 
as if a switch had been flicked 
— she was bright again, cheer¬ 
ful, and smiling widely. 

”1 go on the bike when I’m 
feeling a little bit sad. 1 " Lums- 
den cooed, her little legs rapidly 


pedalling. “It makes me feel 
happy." 

'line tiny yellow bike is a sym¬ 
bol of a growing revolution in 
Canadian classrooms — and 
beyond. Students used to be 
taught to stay quiet and stay 
still, and those who couldn’t — 
boys, especially — often found 
themselves in trouble. 

Now, amid a shift in how 
educators understand and em¬ 


brace various styles of learn¬ 
ing, such bikes are helping to 
boost moods, relieve stress and 
regulate energy in students of 
all ages. 

Luke MacDonald — a local 
fitness club owner who led 
the charge to bring the silent, 
stationary exercise bikes into 
Hali fax-area classrooms roughly 
three years ago — said children 
are taught to hop on the bike 


whenever they're feeling rest¬ 
less. tired, stressed, sad or essen¬ 
tially whenever they feel like it. 

“When that kid transfers 
that information home, and 
they mn on the spot or they 
do jumping jacks when they 
start feeling stressed, that's self 
regulation. .And that can change 
the trajectory of a five-year-old 
kid for the rest of their life.”

'The Canadian Screen Awards has 
made plenty of room for Room 
— a taut mother-son drama that 
emerged its a late-blooming Oscar 
contender and made a star out 
of its nineyear-old leading man. 

Jacob Tremblay won for best 
performance by an actor in a 
leading role for the Canadian- 
Ireland coproduction; his co- 
stars, Oscar-winner Brie Larson 
and Joan Allen won best actress 
in a leading role and best actress 
in a supporting role, respectively; 
while Emma Donoghue won 
for best adapted screenplay for 
the thriller. 

The film — about a preco¬ 
cious five-year-old who learns 
he's spent his entire life in cap¬ 
tivity — had headed into the gala 
with a leading 11 nominations, 
winning nine. 

Credit much of that to its pint- 
sized leading man Tremblay, who 
was just seven when filming took 
place in Toronto. 

The Vancouverite exploded 
into a media darling this awards 
season after aww-inducing ap¬ 
pearances at the Screen Ac¬ 
tors Guild Awards, the Critics' 
Choice Awards and the Acad¬ 
emy Awards. 

Despite his Hollywood suc¬ 
cess, Tremblay said it was good 
to be home. 

'Tm Canadian so it's pretty' 
good to be recognized in my 
hometown," Tremblay said on 
the red carpet. 

"I'm not really used to all this 
stuff and I still get nervous at 
these shows but this is like one of 
the first Canadian awards show 
I'm going to. It's probably the 


only one, so I’m excited." 

Other big winners Sunday in¬ 
cluded the Paul Gross war film 
Hyena Road, which collected 
three awards in technical cat¬ 
egories including overall 
sound, sound editing 
and visual effects.
